Information Disclosure Statement 



The information disclosure statement filed Mar 22, 2001 and May 24, 2001 fails 
to comply with 37 CFR 1.98(a)(3) because it does not include a concise explanation of 
the relevance , as it is presently understood by the individual designated in 37 CFR 
1 .56(c) most knowledgeable about the content of the information, of each patent listed 
that is not in the English language . It has been placed in the application file, but the 
information referred to therein has not been considered. 

The information disclosure statement filed Mar 22, 2001 and May 24, 2001 fails 
to comply with 37 CFR 1.98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each U.S. and 
foreign patent; each publication or that portion which caused it to be listed; and all other 
information or that portion which caused it to be listed. It has been placed in the 
application file, but the information referred to therein has not been considered. Items 
that are crossed out or not initialed on PTO/1449A form have not been considered. 



The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225

Claims 1-23 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-28 of U.S. Patent No. 
6,198,473 B1. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably 
distinct from each other because the present application and patent above claim a 
control device having 1 ) a plurality of depressible buttons; 2) sensor capable of 
providing at least three readable states of varied conductance; 3) the state depends on 
compression (force) applied to the varied conductance; 4) producing a distinct control 
signal for each of at least two states; 5) determining a scrolling speed rate. 

Even though, cited reference embodies a computer mouse one of ordinary skill in 
the art would readily recognize the similarities of remote control device and a computer 
mouse. For example, both can be wireless, both are used to control electronic devices, 
both have a limited amount of keys, both are able to perform the same functions and 
both can be hand-held. 

Therefore, the present application and recited prior art are not patentably distinct 
from each other because the claims in the present application and cited reference are 
worded the same, the devices are made-up of the same components (buttons made of 
pressure-sensitive variable conductance) and perform the same functions (having three 
readable states and controlling a speed function depending on the pressure applied a 
button), only the device has changed.
